course.

"The hard-liners start out early," said volunteer Frank Davis. "It is just a 
matter of personal preference." 

Davis and LCFP staffers Jean VVeeg, Eileen Dicrker and Jeanette Eichfcld took 
courses themselves before teaching the group the skill at Van Patten Woods near 
Wadsworth. ' ' 

"It is a quiet way to get close to nature," VVeeg said. Others just enjoy 
paddling because they've been doing it for so long. 

■ 

Canoe lessons attract 
rookies and veterans alike 

"I have been in a canoe since I was 5 years old. 1 try and help people in the 
introduction course,- Davis, of Lindcnhurst, said. 

Those who learn from them seem to be enjoying it as well. Although he is not 
ready to navigate the Des Plaines just yet, one youngster is sure to be rowing for 
: years to come. 

"It's a lot of fun. I am looking forward to it," said Zach Sparling. 13, just 
before it was his turn to take to the water. But just because a 13-year-old is 
learning so easily, that doesn't necessarily mean paddling is not something that 
people can just hop on a canoe and do. 

"It takes more skill than people think," stated Sparling. "Each stroke you learn 
progresses from what you learned before." Even those who are a little more 
experienced agree. 

"The course is very informative." Paula Solizimini, of Wauconda, said. "I have 
been out canoeing a few times. I like going down the Des Plaines River." 

At the outset of the four-hour course, participants were told they would be 
required to learn federal and local safety measures/and how to save yourself from 1 
trouble if a dangerous situation is encountered. If all the rules and 
regulations are followed, canoeing can be a tranquil hobby, full of enjoyable 
brushes with Mother Nature and wildlife. 

"Fun Is the most important thing," said Solizimini. 

It may seem simple, but paddling can actually include up to seven or eight 
different strokes to be used in different types of water. Each participant in the course 
Is given a personal flotation device with a whistle and a hat, for safety reasons. 

Fun is fun, but safety is a big part of this course. Davis showed the proper CPR 
technique, and a good deal of time was spent discussing personal floatation 

devices (PFDs). 

"The PFD is the most important device, after the boat and the paddle," Dierker 

informed the group. Dicrker's colleagues concurred. 

_ "There were 4,500 drownings in the United States last year. Most were caused 

by operator error, not by the boat or the environment," VVeeg said. "Males drown 

more than females." 

But where does one go to learn a little more about the sport without taking 
lessons? One good place to start is in Gurnee, at the Bass Pro Shops Outdoor World. 

"It is great exercise, being out in the sun or, sometimes, the rain. It is not a lazy 
sport; you can get sore, depending on how long you are out there," said Lee 
Glrenoth, head of the camping department at Bass Pro Shops Outdoor World. Like 
Dicrker, Glrenoth quickly turned the focus of the sport to safety. 

"Safety is the responsibility of the paddler. The canoe will only do what you tell ' 
it to do," added Dierker. "If you are unsafe, the canoe will act in an unsafe manner."

Sonic month* ago I wis asked 10 help a friend evaluate the direc- 
tion at his career. He loved his |oh hut he worked lor a company 
lhat expected hini to move up in the organization or find a )ob out* 
side of the organization. Although this practice is becoming lets 
prevalent, it raises the question of the match between your career 
goals and your company's expectations/Let's look at soeral key 
areas where there may be a discrepancy. 

Career Growth — Many companies hair some expectation in Ibis 
area/There are still sonic who want employee* to advance or move 
out of the company. But more often i hey assume that employees 
who want to move ahead will be the better performers, those who 
overachkve. While In reality, there may he some people that want 
to advance who Just don't understand the ground rules. Regardless 
of your career gnats, ihls is a good question for your manager. Ask 
what he or she expects from you In the area of career growth., If 
their expectation does not meet your goal try to develop a com* 
mon ground for a mutual expectation. Hut be realistic. Analyze the, 
long-term effects of your decision. , 

Child Care — Although wc have mide tremendous strides In this 
area most companies still expect that you need to provide for the 
care of your children on your own time. Make sure that you under 
stand your company's position on taking time off to be with a sick* 
child, for school visits etc.That understanding could be the kef to 
abiding a conflict In the future. . 

Salary and Wages —Undemanding the company's policy on % wage 
and salary administration could be the key to understanding man) 
of the other Issues.
